Desired End 


(By the Associated Press) 


The Hague, June 16.—All Europe cen- 


ters itsyBopes today in the opening of 
the international conference which has 
the task of making practical arrange- 
ments for the re-entry of Russia into 
the concert of nations. 


The at least temporary failure of the 


efforts at Paris to organize an interna- 
tional loan for the restoration of Ger- 
many has served to augment the pes- 
simism obtaining in many countries con- 
cerning the prospects of making defi- 
nite agreements with Communistic Rus- 
sia on credits, the treatment to be ac- 
corded to property held by foreigners 
and the payment of the Russian debts. 


Nevertheless, determination was evi- 


dent among the delegates to make every 
conceivable effort to reach the results 
which the Genoa conference did not sue 
ceed in doing. 


The representatives of the principal 


countries exception Russia, were sched- 
uled to assemble in the peace palace at 
2:30 o'clock this afternoon and there be- 
gin studying the program which will be 
presented to the Russian delegation at 
the joint meetings to open June 26. 


Chief interest today centers in the 


harmonization of the attitudes of Eng- 
lan, France and Italy on how to approach 
the 
Soviet delegation 
officially, 
for 


France shows a disposition to adhere 
tenaciously to her Genoa demand for 
suitable guarantee from the Bolshevik! 
before undertaking to renew official re- 
lations with Russia. 


The new European economic confer- 


ence which opens today in the Peace 
Palace at The Hague is called to con- 
sider questions relating to Russia in 
her economic relations with her neigh- 
bors, It is virtually an adjournment of 
tho Genoa conference, which came to an 
end the latter part of May without hav- 
ing reached any solution of Russian 
problems. The decision to postpone ac- 
tion concerning Russia was induced 
largely by the desire of the European 
powers to persuade the United State* 
to participate. But the American gov- 
ernment is not to be represented at The 
Hague any more than it was at the con- 
ference in Italy. 


While the Genoa conference was nom- 


inally economic, it soon developed ani- 
mated political discussions. The Hague 
gathering, composed exclusively of ex- 
perts, is designed to be confined solely 
to the consideration of economic ques- 
tions. 


When the American government de- 


clined on May 16 the*"invitation to be 
represented at The Hague, this decision 
was received with expressions of regret 
n Europe, particularly from Great Brit- 
ain and France, for it was felt abroad 
;hat nothing of a permanent and inter- 
national nature could be undertaken for 
the restoration of Russia without the 
«o-opcration of the United States, whose 
wealth, resources and political power 
made her indispensable to any great 
world restoration movement. 


The Washington government in refus- 


ing to go to The Hague, criticized the at- 
titude of Russia as a bar to any settle- 
ment and characterised the Soviet reply 
to the Allied terms as lacking any defi- 
niteness as a basis for a parley. Never- 
theless, Washington said, the American 
government always was ready to join 
other governmentsjn arranging for an 
inquiry by experts Into the economic 
situation in Russia and the necessary 
remedies,

DENOUNCES ""BLOC" IDEA 


Is Greatly Disturbed by De 


parture from Constitu- 


tional Government 


(By the Associated Press) 


Cleveland, Ohio, June 15.—A frank- 


ly pessimistic view of some of the 
predominant tendencies of American 
political thought was voiced today by 
Secretary Weeks of the war depart- 
ment at the commencement exercises 
of Western Reserve university. 


In an address in which he said he 


was tempted to entitle "the decline of 
the American government." the war 
secretary declared the drift of recent 
years was gradually weakening the 
nation's governmental, structure by 
undermining the 
constitution and 


sweeping 
away the* principles of 


party responsibility. 


The direct primary "bloc" agitation, 


and the country's readiness to accept 
constitutional amendments were in- 
stanced by the speaker furnishing evi- 
dence the government was heading 
away from its ancient safeguards. 


As one result, he asserted, in the 


public mind, "the legislative branch 
of our national government probably 
never has been at lower ebb- than it 
is today." 


Lessens Quality 


"The direct primary," he continued, 


"has so palpably lessened the quality 
of men willing to serve in public af- 
fairs that prompt action should be 
taken to. greatly modify or entirely 
repeal it<" 


Turning to the "bloc" movement in 


politics, Mr. Weeks declared 
that 


when a party comes into power prom- 
ising to da certain things and then 
finds that groups break away froir 
party allegiance whenever their owl 
interests seem to be directly involved 
"there is an end to responsibility t 
government," 


In its attempts to improve upon tn< 


work of the fathers by amendmen 
of the constitution, the secretary said 
the country had ".'ailed signally." 


"I am greatly disturbed by the de 


parture in recent years from the gov- 
ernment of the constitution as I con- 
strue it," he said, "to other forms of 
government which have a decided ten- 
dency towards complete social democ- 
racy. While I have no fear about the 
ability of our government to endure 
I must admit that I am very pessi- 
mistic about the results of the present 
trend, which I cannot but believe is 
gradually 
weakening 
our 
govern- 


mental structure and may eventually 
change its character."

The Indians have passed through a 
30-year transition period from abori- 
ginal mode of living to that of the 
civilized white man, the deterioration 
occasioned by the transition has pass- 
ed and the Indian race is on the up- 
grade, declared Major James Mc- 
Laughlin, 50 years an officer of the 
Indian service, declared here today. 
"With the change from living in 
tents to poorly ventilated shacks, the 
change to eating prepared foods and 
the less active life which came dur- 
ing the transition the death rate of 
the Indians exceeded the birth rate," 
said Major McLaughlin. "The newer 
generation has accustomed itself to 
the new mode of living and the In- 
dian population is again on the in- 
crease." 
Major McLaughlin believes in the 
future of the American Indian. They 
will become almost entirely an Eng- 
lish speaking race, adapted to the 
pursuit of living of -the white man 
and successful in many endeavors, he 
says, 


or McLaughHn, in pioneer of 
Dakota, will have been in the 
bureau service 51 years on 
June ,30. He entered the service at 
Devils Lake July 1, 1871. After ten 
yeans; service at the reservation there 
he VBS agent at Standing Rock re- 
servation for 14 years, Major "Mc- 
Laughlin was at Ft. Yates at the time 
the hostile Sioux of Sitting Bull sur- 
rendered. Since 1895 he has been sta- 
tioned" in Washington, an inspector 
in the service, and although 80 years 
old "refuses to- retire on a pension. 
For- 16 years Major McLaughlin 


made all of the Indian treaties with 
the government except two and dur- 
ing this time he dealt with many 
famous Indians of the old school.

Rye and Winter Wheat Produc- 


tion Show Large Increases 


Over Last Year 


Watertown, S. D., June 15.—An es- 
timated increase of 50 percent,in 
winter rye production over last year 
and a 40 percent increase in winter 
wheat production are 
outstanding 
features of the June crop report for 
South Dakota, issued by H. O. Her- 
brandson, agricultural statistician in 
charge of the federal department of 
agriculture's bureau of crop estimates 
here. 
The winter rye outlook is 
most 
promising, Mr. Herbrandson says ir 
his report, justifying an estimate of 
4,515,000 bushels as,compared with 
3,056,000 bushels 
a year ago and 
5,657,000 bushels the previous 
five 
years average. Its condition on June 
1, was placed at 95 percent of nor- 
mal at which time the estftaated 
acreage was 258,000 acres. 


Winter wheat was 85 percent oi 
normal on June 1, the report states 
promising a yield of 1,469,000 bush- 
els as compared with 1,050,000 bush- 
els in 1921. 


A decrease of 2 percent in the 
state's spring wheat acreage, a four 
percent decrease in the oat acreage 
and a decrease of one percent in the 
barley acreage are also noted in the 
report. This is the first report of the 
season on these three crops. 
"The spring wheat crop," says the 
report, "is estimated to be 2,715,000 
acres, at a condition of 92 percent, 
which indicates a total production of 
31,223,000 bushels as compared with 
24,930,000 bushels one year ago and 
a previous five year average of 36,- 
378,000 bushels.

for farm homes and that true happiness is found 
in well-rendered service*** 
V'The strength of our nation lies in the youth 
of our land, and, with intelligent care, nowhere 
ciffi boys and girls be reared to a studier manhood 
and womanhood than on our farms. 


""If our men are to till our farms to feed the 


Multitudes, side by. side with them must be wo- 
men to help carry on. Who are better fitted than 
our daughters who can bring to their task under- 
standing hearts." 


A North Dakota woman from Ramsey county 


opens her letter with the words: 


"Why all this fuss about farmers' wives being 


slaves? 
Why select the wives of unkind or 


tfoughtless husbands, and use them as examples 
of the farm women? 


"A large per cent of the farmers of today are 


bfoadrainded, intelligent, progressive men. Many 
of-the young men are college graduates who have 
learned to be gallant and considerate." 


VThe six per cent of the women who voted nega- 


tively on the question gave the following reasons 
for not wishing their daughters 
to marry 


farmers: 


-"Never made money but never had the chance; 


p&r market conditions, taxes—farm and school— 
t« high, a farmer cannot support my daughter, 
never.^a teisure.hour, nothing to lighten the labor 
and monotony, 'daily grind takes the sparkle from 
the eye, the light from the soul, women are really 
old at the prime of life,' and a number of other 
similar reasons. 


If 94 pir cent of 7,000 farm women are willing 


that their daughters should marry farmers and 
stay on $te fatm, it would appear that there is 
really little need for worry over the drift of pop- 
ulation to the cities and the desertion of the farms. 
Many do not consider that it takes only a few 
farmers to produce enough food for an entire na- 
tion and still have a large quantity to export. One 
man with modern farm implements produces more 
than enough to feed ten families. 
With such 


wonderful modern machinery as the farmer now 
has, it is no wonder that the farmers' wives of to- 
day are not "only wiling to remain on the farm, 
but, what is more significant, are willing that their 
daughters should remain on the farm as a farm- 
er's wife.

cannot profitably thrive. There is now 
one bowery dance place in the city but 
it cannot be conducted with any pro- 
fit to its owner if the places in the 
country are permitted to continue as 
at present. Unless some preventive 
stsps are taken these 
unregulated 


places will increase in number as 
there is rumor of other like resorts 
being opened up.
